POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 


BEHIND THE CURTAIN, RESTLESS YOUTH 
Behind 
the Iron Curtain, Russian youth are 
writing to Radio Moscow to defend their right 
to believe in God. 
The flurry started when an eleventh grade girl 
named Tania mailed a letter to the radio editors 
telling them she believes in God and is offended 
when people laugh at her because of it. 
“ Why is it bad,“ she asked, “that I believe in 
God?” 
Then Oleg Obalensky, an 18-year old, wrote: 
“I graduated from high school but after com­ 
pleting the entire school curriculum, I cannot 
(as you express it) free myself from ‘religious 
prejudices,’ 
surprising as that may appear to 
you. I continue to believe in God. 
“Of course you, as usual in cases like this, 
will dispute my religious belief. Prepared for 
that, I will warn you that together with my faith 
in God, I also have faith in the new discoveries 
and achievements in the world of science and 
technology. 
If you are astonished that I have 
faith in science and technology, then I will ask 
you: 
Has not science 
proved that the world 
is an infinite universe? 
“It is known to everyone that the cosmonauts 
and the rockets never penetrate beyond our solar 
system. Even when they may eventually penetrate 
other system s, they nevertheless will encom­ 
pass only a very small fraction of the immensity 
of the universe. 
The universe never will be 
bounded. 
“I write you all of this to show that God is 
not some sort of an effigy which sits in the 
seventh heaven and manages the affairs of the 
world. 
I want to tell you that God is incarnate 
in people, as well as in everything that surrounds 
them. 
“In religious discussions one always reaches 
for help to the Christian Bible . . .Let’s not 
laugh at believers.” 
It is encouraging to learn that Russian teen­ 
agers are following the good American custom 
of writing letters to the editor. 
In America, it all started as newspapers found 
out writers would contribute material without 
charge. From this came the present-day “let­ 
ters to the editor” columns. 
Some of the greatest journalists of the Revolu­ 
tionary period were neither editors nor pub­ 
lishers of papers, but anonymous contributors 
such as Samuel and John Adams, Thomas Paine 
and John Dickinson. 
It was John Dickinson, the Philadelphia lawyer, 
who wrote a series of brilliant “addresses” 
which won him the nickname “ Penman of the 
Revolution.” A series of 12 newspaper articles, 
published in the Pennsylvania Chronicle in 1767- 
68, made him famous. Entitled “ Letters from 
a Farmer in Pennsylvania to the Inhabitants of 
the British Colonies,” the series was reprinted 
in most American newspapers. 
One of the earliest published writings of Thomas 
Paine was his letter to the Pennsylvania Journal 
attacking slavery. 
In it, Paine suggested that 
independence from England might be necessary 
to put an 
end to the slave trade. His letter, 
signed “ Humanus,” was published on October 18, 
1775. 
Paine’s first widely-known contribution 
to an American newspaper appeared in the same 
paper ten months earlier. 
When the war began, Paine, the son of an English 
Quaker, enlisted in the army and was at Fort 
Lee when it was abandoned. As Washington re­ 
treated through New Jersey, Paine’s first Crisis 
paper was published by the Pennsylvania Journal 
on December 19, 1776. Its opening sentence is 
familiar: 
“These are the times that try men’s souls.” 
Today, Freedom-loving Americans are in- 
indebted to all patriots who, in the past, took 
time to write about important subjects - men 
such as Benjamin Franklin, Paine, Nathaniel, 
Samuel and John Adams. 
The free world is also indebted to the young 
Tanias and Olegs of Russia who have the courage 
to express their belief in God in writing, while 
living in a country enslaved by atheistic com­ 
munism. Evidence of such courage in atheistic 
Russia should inspire all to speak out more often 
and more clearly in defense of Freedom. 
Like our forefathers, we use our newspapers 
to spread the message. 
The readers’ column 
is among the most-read sections of newspapers 
today. 
Recently, radio and television stations 
have read letters from listeners and viewers. 
Such outlets provide spendid forums for making 
others more aware of their Freedom, and for 
exposing communism. 
People are speaking up for Freedom more these 
days. Neither editors nor publishers of papers, 
they are contributing in recognition that we are 
in the midst of a battle: Freedom versus com­

“ I see. . .the liquidation of our attitudes on 
what we used to recognize as right and wrong, 
what we used to accept as absolute moral 
standards. 
We now confuse moral standards 
with a communist crackpot theology which 
teaches that everything changes, and that what 
is right or wrong, good or bad, changes as 
w ell.” 
Mr. Hunter also told the committee how the 
Communists affect their softening up program 
before they take over a country: 
“ There is no such thing (to a Communist) as 
truth or a lie; and any belief we actually held 
(we are told) was simply our being unsophis­ 
ticated. 
They don’t say this in so many words, 
except to those who are already indoctrinated 
in communism. 
“ The United States is the main battlefield in 
this Red War. 
I mean specifically the people 
and the soil and the resources of the United 
States.” 
The author explained that the Reds have suc­ 
ceeded in softening up a large element of the 
American population, particularly some of those 
to whom we look for guidance, and 
liberals. 
“ They have succeeded in making the United 
States think and talk of a co-existence period 
as if that were an end in itself, while in other 
parts of the world, as in India, the Reds frankly 
explain that this co-existence is merely intended 
to give the Americans an easy way to choose 
their road to communism.”

A two-year study on driver improvement in 
Kentucky could lend impetus to the growing 
demand 
for 
stiffer license renewal pro­ 
cedures. 
Of 1,153 licensed drivers referred 
for 
medical review, 107 or nearly 10 percent had 
medical conditions that could have interfered 
with their ability to operate motor vehicles 
safely. 
The report on the study published 
by the department of public safety reached 
four major conclusions: 
—Many drivers had physical, mental 
or 
emotional conditions which made them high 
risks. 
In many cases, they were unaware of 
the potential danger of the condition. 
Fifteen 
epileptics were discovered, along with 
16 
diabetics, 14 cardiac cases, 20 chronic al­ 
coholics, 27 mental incompetents and 15 per­ 
sons who had previously lost consciousness 
for unknown reasons. 
—With medical treatment, the use of special 
devices or 
special restrictions, many drivers 
may be rehabilitated and considered safe. 
—Certain drivers must be removed from the 
road for the safety of all concerned. 
—Automatic renewal of licenses, without exami­ 
nation, should be discontinued, especially for 
drivers who received licenses before exami­ 
nations were required. 
About one-half of the study group was found 
to have the mental and physical abilities neces­ 
sary for the safe operation of vehicles. 
But 
of the remaining 30 percent: 
Five persons died, two of them in 
fatal 
crashes after referral. 
Four had licenses 
suspended because of mental incompetency. 
Six voluntarily gave up their licenses. 
And 
232 received 
license suspensions for reasons 
other than mental or physical 
disability. 
Some 87 drivers were restricted to driving 
during daylight hours or at certain speeds, 
and 55 had to undergo a complete driver’s 
license examination. 
L i c e n s e s were sus­ 
pended for the 23 who failed.

The month of May is living up 
to its reputation as a tragic 
time on Missouri highways. 
Thirty • six persons 
were 
killed in traffic during 
the 
first week of the month. Over 
the past five years the month 
of May has 
recorded a total 
of 518 traffic 
victims in the 
State. 
The Missouri State Highway 
Patrol reports that 130 persons 
were killed 
during the fifth 
month of last year. There was 
only one day when a traffic 
fatality was not recorded in 
Missouri. 
The weekends of last May we re 
a time of extreme 
tragedy 
on the State’s roadways. The 
four weekends accounted for 
49 
traffic deaths. The first 
weekend recorded 17 deaths. 
There were 25 persons killed 
cxi Missouri highways over the 
first weekend of this month. 
Colonel E. I. (Mike) Hocka- 
day, Superintendent of the Pa* 
trol, stated that many of these 
fatal accidents were the re­ 
sult of inattention and careless­ 
ness. He said, “ Drivers are 
intent on enjoying the spring 
weather 
during this time of 
the year. This often results in 
them 
being 
inattentive 
to 
what 
is going on in the im­ 
mediate traffic picture. These 
drivers become careless, and 
when 
dangerous 
situations 
arise they are unable to cope 
with them.” 
The Patrol 
Superintendent 
also noted 
that 
springtime 
weather brings to the motorist 
different driving 
conditions 
than were present in the winter 
months. For example, there are 
more vehicles on the streets and 
highways and they are traveling 
at faster speeds. 


“It 
is 
important 
that 
motorists concentrate on their 
driving at all times and adjust 
to existing conditions,” the 
Colonel continued. “ The traf­ 
fic 
fatality toll for the month 
of May and the rest of the warm 
Mason depends on how well

President, as head of the Exe­ 
cutive Department, the head of 
the 
Legislative Department, 
and the head of the 
Judicial 
Department, 
constitute 
the 
National Policy Committee of 
this workable welfare nation. 
Duke University calls ALPACA 
one of 700 books which plan a 
Utopia. 
The Executive 
Department 
has an elected Vacancy Com­ 
mittee which can, for malfea­ 
sance in office and other good 
reasons, end the tenure, de­ 
claring a vacancy. The Execu­ 
tive Department has an elected 
Appointive Committee, whose 
duties are to make 
appoint­ 
ments to fill vacancies which 
occur through death and other 
legal reasons, to serve until 
the next general election. The 
general 
precinct elections 
are held each four (4) years 
and the term of offices 
is 
twelve (12) 
years. Officials 
are not eligible for re-elec­ 
tion until the expiration of one 
(1) 
year. ALPACA has no 
indispensable men.

Tom Dodd, 
D-Conn. Although officially dis­ 
missed, Otepka has remained 
on the payroll, though the state 
department would not reveal as 
of last week how much Otepka 
is being paid and 
what he’s 
doing. 
Furthermore, 
calls 
to 
Otepka’s office in the state de­ 
partment got nowhere. No one 
answered the telephone. Ap­ 
parently Otepka was not work­ 
ing. 
The case is interesting be­ 
cause the Senate Ethics Com­ 
mittee has regarded as “rep­ 
rehensible” the removal 
of 
Sen. Dodd’s files by four of his 
employees for use against him; 
yet, 
at the same time, Sen. 
Dodd has regarded as “patrio­ 
tic” the removal of state depart­ 
ment files for use by him against 
the state department. 
On November 
5, the 
day 
Otepka was dismissed, Dodd 
denounced the state department, 
warning that if Otepka’s ouster 
“is permitted to stand, it will 
become Impossible 
or ex­ 
ceedingly difficult 
to 
elicit 
any information 
from 
em­ 
ployees of the executive branch 
that bears on. . . wrongdoing by 
their superiors.” 
On September 23, 1963, Otep­ 
ka, then chief of the evidence 
evaluation division of the state 
department’s office of security, 
was charged with violations of 
13 regulations by giving con­ 
fidential information to the 
Senate Internal Security Com­ 
mittee, of 
which Sen. Dodd 
is the chief sparkplug. , 
RUSK GETS NERVOUS 
/But after Dodd 
protested, 
/the 
state 
department back­ 
tracked in part and decided 
to keep 
otepka on the pay­ 
roll. 
Obviously 
Secretary 


Rusk was nervous about Dodd, 
who sat on both the internal 
security and foreign relations 
committees. Otepka has now 
been drawing salary for three 
and a half years, yet is not 
permitted to do the work for 
whieh he was hired, because 
he is not trusted regarding con­ 
fidential papers. 
The official explanation as 
to why Otepka is still 
on the 
payroll is that he has not exer­ 
cised his right to appeal to the 
Civil Service 
Commission. 
For a long time Otepka’s at­ 
torneys seemed to feel that it 
was wise not to appeal to the 
Civil Service Commission, be­ 
cause if the commission found 
against him, he would then go 
off the payroll. 
Inquiry was made last week 
of Gerson H. Lush of the state 
department’s policy and public 
information affairs office as 
to how much Otepka was being 
paid. Mr. Lush said he did not 
know, 
and referred us to 
Otepka’s office. Mr. Otepka’s 
office did not answer 
the 
phone. 
iVe 
were then referred to 
the office of George W.French, 
who, it was said, would know 
how much Otepka 
was being 
paid. Repeated phone calls were 
made to French's office at 12 
noon, 1:10 p.m., 1:30 p.m., 
1:45 p.m. There was still no 
answer. State department of­ 
ficials are known to spend long 
hours at lunch, but we didn’t 
think it was this long. 
We explained to the state 
department that, since Otepka’s 
salary is being paid by the ta» 
payers, the public has a right to 
know how much he is being paid. 
The figure does not Involve any 
information which would be 
helpful to the Viet Cong or the 
National Liberation Front.Nev­ 
ertheless. we got no answer. 
The real &ct is that the state 
department was long fearful of 
Sen. Tom Dodd, who claims that 
Otepka had a right to give him 
oonfldentlal papers.

One of the inside for­ 
wards dropped back as a mid- 
field linkman joining the re­ 
maining halfback. 
Italy developed a 1-4-2-3 line­ 
up with a free back (sweeper) 
placing himself in the rear of 
the four-man fullback wall.

Goals come at 
premium and it isn't attractive 
for the offensive minded specta­ 
tor. 
Nowadays the most common 
system developed by England in 
winning the World C uplastyear 
is the 4-3-3 which relies on pull­ 
ing another forward back and 
using him as a midfield linking 
man. It allows for a six-man 
attack or a seven-man defense. 
Traditionally the four defen­ 
sive backs are the bigger, less 
speedy men with the essential 
attribute of a long, accurate 
upfleld kick. They stop all at­ 
tacks on goal and try to get the 
ball downfield so their team can 


start an offensive maneuver. 
The middle three men act as 
linkmen bridging the gap be­ 
tween offense and defense. The 
forward line are the strik ers' 
with the primary mission of 
scoring goals. They are the best 
dribblers, 
best passers, and 
best "headers” using 
one’s 
forehead to propel 
and direct 
a ball. 
The "w inger" is still another 
popular term in modern soccer. 
He Is either an outside left or an 
outside right forward playing on 
the flank. He plays the role of 
playmaker 
using 
his speed, 
dribbling and passing ability to 
set up scoring opportunities. 
They all have set jobs but 
must be versatile since the ball 
is moving continuously all over 
the field.

HOUSE ADVANCES BILL FOR 
PROPERTY REASSESSMENT 
Jefferson City, Mo. -- Mis­ 
sourians owning property now 
assessed at a current 
mark et 
v alue, k now what it means to 
bear the burden of paying their 
“ fair share” of taxes and more, 
while a neighbor's land worth 
approximately the same amount 
has been assessed at a much 
lower v alue. 
The Missouri House last week 
adv anced a bill toward final 
passage 
which 
would help 
spread this burden by settingup 
a procedure for reassessment 
of real property in the state. 
Under the bill, the result of an 
interim legislativ e study of the 
tax 
structure, the State Tax 
Commission could initiate re­ 
assessment in any county in 
which a wide disparity of as­ 
sessments is shown. 
The 
gov erning body of any 
school district, city or other 
political subdiv ision with tax­ 
ing authority could also peti­ 
tion the tax commission on an 
alleged inequity. The commis­ 
sion then could call a hearing 
to receiv e ev idence. 
Upon a finding by the tax com­ 
mission that a general reas­ 
sessment is needed, the county 
would be giv en 120 days to sub­ 
mit a plan to the commission, 
for reassessment, which could 
be made by employees of the 
commission or by a profes­ 
sional appraisal firm. 
The costs would be shared by 
the political subdiv ision based 
on the proportionate share of 
taxes they collect, according 
to the bill, introduced by Rep. 
Don Kennedy (D-Nev ada), who 
headed the interim committee 
that made the study. 
The controv ersy which has 
raged ov er proposed reassess­ 
ment plans in many Missouri 
counties was reflected in the 
four-hour debate on the floor 
oi the House — much of which 
was focused on 
amendments 
which would hav e prev ented the 
tax commission from initiat­ 
ing a reassessment. 
These 
amendments were defeated. 
Disparity in property assess­ 
ments in many Missouri coun­ 
ties is often the result of fail­ 
ure of county assessors to ap­ 
ply current mark et v alues of 
land to all property in their 
counties. 
As a result, property held in 
one family for sev eral decades 
may still be assessed at ap­ 
proximately 
the same v alue 
held at the turn of the century, 
while new property, sold within 
tfes past few years, more nearly 
reflects the current 
mark et 
v alue and is assessed on this 
basis. 
An amendment was adopted 
which would prev ent 
the tax 
commission from tak ing such 
action if there has been a reas­ 
sessment 
in the last sev en 
years. Sev eral counties in the 
state hav e reassessed their real 
property on their own initiativ e. 
Another argument v oiced by 
Rep. 
James E. 
Spain (D- 
Bloomfield) was that the adop­ 
tion of such a bill now would 
result in a loss of school foun­ 
dation program funds to many 
rural school districts. 
He explained that the founda­ 
tion program (a state-financed 
program to supplement 
local 
school district funds) is based 
on incentiv e — that is, a dis­ 
trict must demonstrate its wil­ 


lingness to support its 
own 
schools by lev ying a minimum 
percentage tax rate on property 
in its jurisdiction before 
the 
state will step in to assist. 
Rep. Stone pointed out that a 
reassessment would of course 
increase the v alue of much of 
this property. 
To maintain a 
stable tax income lev el, school 
districts and city and county 
gov ernments will be forced to 
reduce tax rates. 
This would be self - defeat­ 
ing, Spain said, for as the school 
district 
lev ies are 
reduced 
they will fall below the mini­ 
mum required for qualification 
in the school foundation pro­ 
gram. He added that it was too 
late to introduce further legis­ 
lation in this session to change 
the 
foundation program re­ 
quirements. 
Additional 
opposition came 
from Rep. Reynolds D. Rodgers 
(D-Kansas City) who argued the 
bill was designed 
for “ rich 
men” and would result in high­ 
er taxes for owners of modest, 
older homes. 
Rep. 
Kennedy 
stated, how­ 
ev er, that it was 
experience 
that in many cases such resi­ 
dences hav e depreciated in 
v alue and are actually now ov er­ 
assessed - on the tax rolls at 
a much higher percentage of 
mark et v alue that they should 
be. 
Another opponent, Rep. Dav id 
Rolwing 
(D- 
Charleston), 
charged that members of the 
State 
Tax 
Commission are 
political appointees who would 
usurp the powers of the county 
courts and the public. 
He argued that this bill is a 
step toward eliminating the 
assessors and usurpation 
of 
power for which the 
federal 
gov ernment is often accused. 
SENATE PASSES REPEAL OF 
STATE PROPERTY TAX 
The Missouri Senate last week 
approv ed 
the 
repeal of the 
three-cent state tax on real 
estate and tangible personal 
property by a v ote of 26-3. 
Sen. Theodore McNeal (D-St. 
Louis), the 
bill's 
sponsor, 
said the loss of the tax would 
cost the state $2.6 
million a 
year, or about one - fourth of 
one per cent of the gov ernor's 
budget. 
He 
further pointed out that 
local gov ernmental units are 
receiv ing as much as 80 per 
cent of their 
income 
from 
property taxes. 
Across the 
state, he 
said, there are in­ 
creasing reports of bond is­ 
sues being defeated 
because 
of a militant resistance to in­ 
creased property taxes. 
Sen. William B. Waters (D- 
Liberty) and Senate 
majority 
leader, cast one of three dis­ 
senting v otes, characterizing 
the cut as a mere “ crumb” 
that would 
mean only about 
a $1.50 sav ing to the av erage 
property owner. He also indi­ 
cated that the 
gov ernor was 
opposed to the measure. 
Missouri was lev ying a sev en- 
cent tax on property until the 
1966 Legislature 
repealed a 
one - cent tax used for debt 
retirement purposes. 
If the 
three - cent cut is approv ed, 
the state's 
only 
remaining 
property 
tax will be 
three 
cents that is set aside by con­ 
stitutional prov ision for aid to 
the blind. 
MILK PRICE CONTROL DE­ 
FEATED IN HOUSE 
Less than two week s after 
House members 
v oted to ad­ 
v ance the controv ersial 
milk 
price 
control bill, sev eral 
changed their minds, includ­ 
ing some 
sponsors of 
the 
measure, and defeated it 61 
to 86. 
T.ie 
bill would hav e created 


commission to set 
minimum 
prices for milk sold to re ­ 
tailers. 
Unlik e the current law, which 
requires only that milk 
not 
be sold to retailers at a price 
less than it cost to acquire and 
process it, the proposed legis­ 
lation would hav e empowered 
the commission to set 
dollar 
and cent minimums for milk 
at the wholesale lev el through­ 
out the state. 
The 
bill's 
sponsor, 
Rep. 
Ronald D. Reed (D- St. Joseph), 
argued that no price increase 
would result of the retail lev el. 
“ There is already plenty of 
fat” in the profit margin of 
milk at groceries, he said. 
HOUSE COMMITTEE OKAYS 
FAIR HOUSING MEASURE 
For the first time in the Mis­ 
souri Legislature, a proposed 
statewide fair housing bill re ­ 
ceiv ed committee approv al and 
was placed on the House calen­ 
dar last week . 
The bill, introduced by Rep. 
Dev erne 
Calloway 
(D-St. 
Louis), would 
prohibit 
dis­ 
crimination in the sale, ren­ 
tal or leasing of property be­ 
cause of race, 
religion 
or 
national origin. It was approv ed 
by the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. 
Owners of property or 
their 
agents also would be prohibited 
from withholding sale or ren­ 
tal information or from giv ing 
false information, and would be 
required to permit reasonable 
inspection of property being 
sold or rented, without regard 
to racial or religious factors. 
The bill, howev er, is expected 
to hav e little chance of passage 
because of the late date of its 
approv al by committee and the 
controv ersial nature of its pro­ 
v isions. 
The Missouri Commission on 
Human Rights would be au­ 
thorized under the measure to 
inv estigate 
complaints 
of 
alleged housing discrimination 
and to conduct hearings. 
After formal hearings, the 
commission could issue cease 
and disist orders and recom­ 
mend suspension or rev ocation 
of the license of a real estate 
firm or agent if it found dis­ 
crimination had been practiced.

POOH CHARLIE SAYS! 


BEHIND THE CURTAIN, RESTLESS YOUTH 
Behind 
the Iron Curtain, Russian youth are 
writing to Radio Moscow to defend their right 
to believe in God. 
The flurry started when an eleventh grade girl 
named Tania mailed a letter to the radio editors 
telling them she believes in God and is offended 
when people laugh at her because of it. 
“Why is it bad,” she asked, “that I believe in 
God?” 
Then Oleg Obalensky, an 18-year old, wrote: 
“I graduated from high school but after com­ 
pleting the entire school curriculum, I cannot 
(as you express it) free myself from ‘religious 
prejudices,’ 
surprising as that may appear to 
you. I continue to believe in God. 
“Of course you, as usual in cases like this, 
will dispute my religious belief. Prepared for 
that, I will warn you that together with my faith 
in God, I also have faith in the new discoveries 
and achievements in the world of science and 
technology. 
If you are astonished that I have 
faith in science and technology, then I will ask 
you: 
Has not science 
proved that the world 
is an infinite universe? 
“It is known to everyone that the cosmonauts 
and the rockets never penetrate beyond our solar 
system. Even when they may eventually penetrate 
other systems, they nevertheless will encom­ 
pass only a very small fraction of the immensity 
of the universe. 
The universe never will be 
bounded. 
“I write you all of this to show that God is 
not some sort of an effigy which sits in the 
seventh heaven and manages the affairs of the 
world. 
I want to tell you that God is incarnate 
in people, as well as in everything that surrounds 
them. 
“In religious discussions one always reaches 
for help to the Christian Bible . . .Let’s not 
laugh at believers.” 
It is encouraging to learn that Russian teen­ 
agers are following the good American custom 
of writing letters to the editor. 
In America, it all started as newspapers found 
out writers would contribute material without 
charge. From this came the present-day “let­ 
ters to the editor” columns. 
Some of the greatest journalists of the Revolu­ 
tionary period were neither editors nor pub­ 
lishers of papers, but anonymous contributors 
such as Samuel and John Adams, Thomas Paine 
and John Dickinson. 
It was John Dickinson, the Philadelphia lawyer, 
who wrote a series of brilliant “addresses” 
which won him the nickname “ Penman of the 
Revolution.” A series of 12 newspaper articles, 
published in the Pennsylvania Chronicle in 1767- 
68, made him famous. Entitled “ Letters from 
a Farmer in Pennsylvania to the Inhabitants of 
the British Colonies,” the series was reprinted 
in most American newspapers. 
One of the earliest published writings of Thomas 
Paine was his letter to the Pennsylvania Journal 
attacking slavery. 
In it, Paine suggested that 
independence from England might be necessary 
to put an 
end to the slave trade. His letter, 
signed “Humanus,” was published on October 18, 
1775. 
Paine’s first widely-known contribution 
to an American newspaper appeared in the same 
paper ten months earlier. 
When the war began, Paine, the son of an English 
Quaker, enlisted in the army and was at Fort 
Lee when it was abandoned. As Washington re­ 
treated through New Jersey, Paine’s first Crisis 
paper was published by the Pennsylvania Journal 
on December 19, 1776. Its opening sentence is 
familiar: 
“These are the times that try men’s souls.” 
Today, Freedorn-loving Americans are in- 
indebted to all patriots who, in the past, took 
time to write about important subjects - men 
such as Benjamin Franklin, Paine, Nathaniel, 
Samuel and John Adams. 
The free world is also indebted to the young 
Tanias and Olegs of Russia who have the courage 
to express their belief in God in writing, while 
living in a country enslaved by atheistic com­ 
munism. Evidence of such courage in atheistic 
Russia should inspire all to speak out more often 
and more clearly in defense of Freedom. 
Like our forefathers, we use our newspapers 
to spread the message. 
The readers’ column 
is among the most-read sections of newspapers 
today. 
Recently, radio and television stations 
have read letters from listeners and viewers. 
Such outlets provide spendid forums for making 
others more aware of their Freedom, and for 
exposing communism. 
People are speaking up for Freedom more these 
days. Neither editors nor publishers of papers, 
they are contributing in recognition that we are 
in the midst of a battle: Freedom versus com­ 
munism - the latter, a system dedicated to world 
conquest. 
In its early stages, it operates be­ 
hind a facade of promising more things to more 
people to elicit their support. Once within the 
tentacles of communism, the victims are trapped 
in a dictatorship. 
These 20th Century Thomas Paines know that 
time 
after time 
Communist leaders 
have 
declared they want to rule the world. ^Their 
imperialistic successes should be proof, and 
their ouocebs in the United States should 
be 
sufficient to arouse every American. The Com­ 
munists have contributed enormously to the 
apathy evidenced in America today.

Thomas Paine class, is Edward Hunter 
who 
wrote Black Book on Red China. 
A propa­ 
ganda specialist in southeast Asia during World 
War II, Mr. Hunter testified before the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities: 
“I see. . .the liquidation of our attitudes on 
what we used to recognize as right and wrong, 
what we used to accept as absolute moral 
standards. 
We now confuse moral standards 
with a communist crackpot theology which 
teaches that everything changes, and that what 
is right or wrong, good or bad, changes as 
well.” 
Mr. Hunter also told the committee how the 
Communists affect their softening up program 
before they take over a country: 
“There is no such thing (to a Communist) as 
truth or a lie; and any belief we actually held 
(we are told) was simply our being unsophis­ 
ticated. 
They don’t say this in so many words, 
except to those who are already indoctrinated 
in communism. 
“The United States is the main battlefield in 
this Red War. 
1 mean specifically the people 
and the soil and the resources of the United 
States.” 
The author explained that the Reds have suc­ 
ceeded in softening up a large element of the 
American population, particularly some of those 
to whom we look for guidance, and 
liberals. 
“ They have succeeded in making the United 
States think and talk of a co-existence period 
as if that were an end in itself, while in other 
parts of the world, as in India, the Reds frankly 
explain that this co-existence is merely intended 
to give the Americans an easy way to choose 
their road to communism.” 
Thus, Mr. Hunter has shown the average citizen 
how to respond to these threats to Freedom: 
by knowing the enemy; by learning about 
his 
tactics; by making him known for what he is; 
by writing letters to spread accurate informa­ 
tion.

A two-year study on driver improvement in 
Kentucky could lend impetus to the growing 
demand 
for 
stiffer license renewal pro­ 
cedures. 
Of 1,153 licensed drivers referred 
for 
medical review, 107 or nearly 10 percent had 
medical conditions that could have interfered 
with their ability to operate motor vehicles 
safely. 
The report on the study published 
by the department of public safety reached 
four major conclusions: 
—Many drivers had physical, mental 
or 
emotional conditions which made them high 
risks. 
In many cases, they were unaware of 
the potential danger of the condition. 
Fifteen 
epileptics were discovered, along with 
16 
diabetics, 14 cardiac cases, 20 chronic al­ 
coholics, 27 mental incompetents and 15 per­ 
sons who had previously lost consciousness 
for unknown reasons. 
—With medical treatment, the use of special 
devices or 
special restrictions, many drivers 
may be rehabilitated and considered safe. 
—Certain drivers must be removed from the 
road for the safety of all concerned. 
—Automatic renewal of licenses, without exami­ 
nation, should be discontinued, especially for 
drivers who received licenses before exami­ 
nations were required. 
About one-half of the study group was found 
to have the mental and physical abilities neces­ 
sary for the safe operation of vehicles. 
But 
of the remaining 30 percent: 
Five persons died, two of them in 
fatal 
crashes after referral. 
Four had licenses 
suspended because of mental incompetency. 
Six voluntarily gave up their licenses. 
And 
232 received 
license suspensions for reasons 
other than mental or physical 
disability. 
Some 87 drivers were restricted to driving 
during daylight hours or at certain speeds, 
and 55 had to undergo a complete driver’s 
license examination.

WASHINGTON - 
The state 
department 
has finally been 
smoked out regarding the case 
of Otto Otepka, who on Novem­ 
ber 5, 1963, was officially fired 
for removing confidential files 
from the state department and 
giving them to Sen. Tom Dodd, 
D-Conn. Although officially dis­ 
missed, Otepka 
has remained 
on the payroll, though the state 
department would not reveal as 
of last week how much Otepka 
is being paid and 
what he’s 
doing. 
Furthermore, 
calls 
to 
Otepka's office in the state de­ 
partment got nowhere. No one 
answered the telephone. Ap­ 
parently Otepka was not work­ 
ing. 
The case 
is interesting be­ 
cause the Senate Ethics Com­ 
mittee has regarded as “ rep­ 
rehensible” the removal 
of 
Sen. Dodd's files by four of his 
employees for use against him; 
yet, 
at the same time, Sen. 
Dodd has regarded as “patrio­ 
tic” the removal of state depart­ 
ment files for use by him against 
the state department. 
On November 
5, the 
day 
Otepka was dismissed, 
Dodd 
denounced the state department, 
warning that if Otepka’s ouster 
“ is permitted to stand, it will 
become 
impossible 
or ex­ 
ceedingly difficult 
to 
elicit 
any information 
from 
em­ 
ployees of the executive branch 
that bears on. . . wrongdoing by 
their superiors.” 
On September 23, 1963, Otep­ 
ka, then chief of the evidence 
evaluation division of the state 
department’s office of security, 
was charged with violations of 
13 
regulations by giving con­ 
fidential 
information 
to the 
Senate Internal Security Com­ 
mittee, of 
which Sen. Dodd 
is the chief sparkplug. . 
RUSK GETS NERVOUS 
But after Dodd 
protested, 
4he 
state 
department back­ 
tracked in part and decided 
to keep 
Otepka on the pay­ 
roll. 
Obviously 
Secretary 


Rusk was nervous about Dodd, 
who sat on both the 
internal 
security and foreign relations 
committees. Otepka 
has now 
been drawing salary for three 
and a half years, yet is not 
permitted to do the work for 
which he was hired, because 
he is not trusted regarding con­ 
fidential papers. 
The official explanation as 
to why Otepka is still 
on the 
payroll is that he has not exer­ 
cised his right to appeal to the 
Civil Service 
Commission. 
For a long time Otepka's at­ 
torneys 
seemed to feel that it 
was wise not to appeal to the 
Civil Service Commission, be­ 
cause if the commission found 
against him, he would then go 
off the payroll. 
Inquiry was made last week 
of Gerson H.Lush of the state 
department’s policy and public 
information affairs office as 
to how much Otepka was being 
paid. Mr. Lush said he did not 
know, 
and referred us to 
Otepka’s office. Mr. Otepka's 
office did not answer 
the 
phone. 
We 
were then referred to 
the office of George W. French, 
who, it 
was said, would know 
how much Otepka 
was being 
paid. Repeated phone calls were 
made to French’s office at 12 
noon, 1:10 p.m., 1:30 p.m., 
1:45 p.m. There was still 
no 
answer. State department of­ 
ficials are known to spendlong 
hours at lunch, but we 
didn’t 
think it was this long. 
We explained to the state 
department that, since Otepka’s 
salary is being paid by the tax­ 
payers, the public has a right to 
know how much he is being paid. 
The figure does not involve any 
information 
which would be 
helpful to the Viet Cong or the 
National Liberation Front.Nev­ 
ertheless. we got no answer. 
The real fact is that the state 
department was long fearful of 
Sen. Tom Dodd, who cla* ms that 
Otepka had a right to give him 
confidential papers. Yet, at the 


same time, Dodd protests that 
his 
four employees did not 
have the right to give us his 
confidential papers. 
Finally, just one day after 
our calls, the state department 
announced that a hearing would 
soon beheld regarding Otepka’s 
status and his right to remove 
state department papers. 
Note: Otepka had proposed a 
security 
investigation of An­ 
drew Cordier, Dean of the Col­ 
umbia 
School of International 
Affairs; also 
of 
Archibald 
Macleish, famous poet and for­ 
mer librarian of congress; also 
of actor Melvyn Douglas, for 
allegedly having Communist As­ 
sociation. It was regarding such 
things that he ran to Sen. Dodd 
with state department confiden­ 
tial papers. 
ROMNEY’S IMAGE 
It was 
widely publicized in 
Michigan that Gov. 
George 
Romney had grabbed the labels 
of his Republican Senate Lead­ 
er, Emile Lockwood, urging him 
to pass Romney’s tax reform 
program.

BEHIND THE CURTAIN, RESTLESS YOUTH 
Behind 
the Iron Curtain, Russian youth are 
writing to Radio Moscow to defend their right 
to believe in God. 
The flurry started when an eleventh grade girl 
named Tania mailed a letter to the radio editors 
telling them she believes in God and is offended 
when people laugh at her because of it. 
‘‘Why is it bad,** she asked, “that I believe in 
God?” 
Then Oleg Obalensky, an 18-year old, wrote: 
“ I graduated from high school but after com­ 
pleting the entire school curriculum, I cannot 
(as you express it) free myself from ‘religious 
prejudices,’ 
surprising as that may appear to 
you. I continue to believe in God. 
“Of course you, as usual in cases like this, 
will dispute my religious belief. Prepared for 
that, I will warn you that together with my faith 
in God, I also have faith in the new discoveries 
and achievements in the world of science and 
technology. 
If you are astonished that I have 
faith in science and technology, then I will ask 
you: 
Has not science 
proved that the world 
is an infinite universe? 
“ It is known to everyone that the cosmonauts 
and the rockets never penetrate beyond our solar 
system. Even when they may eventually penetrate 
other systems, they nevertheless will encom­ 
pass only a very small fraction of the immensity 
of the universe. 
The universe never will be 
bounded. 
“I write you all of this to show that God is 
not some sort of an effigy which sits in the 
seventh heaven and manages the affairs of the 
world. 
I want to tell you that God is incarnate 
in people, as well as in everything that surrounds 
them. 
“ In religious discussions one always reaches 
for help to the Christian Bible . . .Let’s not 
laugh at believers.” 
It is encouraging to learn that Russian teen­ 
agers are following the good American custom 
of writing letters to the editor. 
In America, it all started as newspapers found 
out writers would contribute material without 
charge. From this came the present-day “let­ 
ters to the editor” columns. 
Some of the greatest journalists of the Revolu­ 
tionary period were neither editors nor pub­ 
lishers of papers, but anonymous contributors 
such as Samuel and John Adams, Thomas Paine 
and John Dickinson. 
It was John Dickinson, the Philadelphia lawyer, 
who wrote a series of brilliant “addresses” 
which won him the nickname “ Penman of the 
Revolution.” A series of 12 newspaper articles, 
published in the Pennsylvania Chronicle in 1767- 
68, made him famous. Entitled “ Letters from 
a Farmer in Pennsylvania to the Inhabitants of 
the British Colonies,” the series was reprinted 
in most American newspapers. 
One of the earliest published writings of Thomas 
Paine was his letter to the Pennsylvania Journal 
attacking slavery. 
In it, Paine suggested that 
independence from England might be necessary 
to put an 
end to the slave trade. His letter, 
signed “Humanus,” was published on October 18, 
1775. 
Paine’s first widely-known contribution 
to an American newspaper appeared in the same 
paper ten months earlier. 
When the war began, Paine, the son of an English 
Quaker, enlisted in the army and was at Fort 
Lee when it was abandoned. As Washington re­ 
treated through New Jersey, Paine’s first Crisis 
paper was published by the Pennsylvania Journal 
on December 19, 1776. Its opening sentence is 
familiar: 
“These are the times that try men’s souls.” 
Today, Freedom-loving Americans are in- 
indebted to all patriots who, in the past, took 
time to write about important subjects - men 
such as Benjamin Franklin, Paine, Nathaniel, 
Samuel and John Adams. 
The free world is also indebted to the young 
Tanias and Olegs of Russia who have the courage 
to express their belief in God in writing, while 
living in a country enslaved by atheistic com­ 
munism. Evidence of such courage in atheistic 
Russia should inspire all to speak out more often 
and more clearly in defense of Freedom. 
Like our forefathers, we use our newspapers 
to spread the message. 
The readers’ column 
is among the most-read sections of newspapers 
today. 
Recently, radio and television stations 
have read letters from listeners and viewers. 
Such outlets provide spendid forums for making 
others more aware of their Freedom, and for 
exposing communism. 
People are speaking up for Freedom more these 
days. Neither editors nor publishers of papers, 
they are contributing in recognition that we are 
in the midst of a battle: Freedom versus com­ 
munism - the latter, a system dedicated to world 
conquest. 
In its early stages, it operates be­ 
hind a facade of promising more things to more 
people to elicit their support. Once within the 
tentacles of communism, the victims are trapped 
in a dictatorship. 
These 20th Century Thomas Paines know that 
time 
ufter time 
Communist leaders 
lutve 
declared they want to rule the world. 
Their 
imperialistic successes should be proof, and 
then success in the United States should 
be 
sufficient to arouse every American. The Com­ 
munists have contributed enormously to the 
ap a th y evidenced in America today.

Thomas Paine class, is Edward Hunter 
who 
wrote Black Book on Red China. 
A propa­ 
ganda specialist in southeast Asia during World 
War II, Mr. Hunter testified before the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities: 
“ I see. . .the liquidation of our attitudes on 
what we used to recognize as right and wrong, 
what we used to. accept as absolute moral 
standards. 
We now confuse moral standards 
with a communist crackpot theology which 
teaches that everything changes, and that what 
is right or wrong, good or bad, changes as 
well.” 
Mr. Hunter also told the committee how the 
Communists affect their softening up program 
before they take over a country: 
“There is no such thing (to a Communist) as 
truth or a lie; and any belief we actually held 
(we are told) was simply our being unsophis­ 
ticated. 
They don’t say this in so many words, 
except to those who are already indoctrinated 
in communism. 
“The United States is the main battlefield in 
this Red War. 
I mean specifically the people 
and the soil and the resources of the United 
States.” 
The author explained that the Reds have suc­ 
ceeded in softening up a large element of the 
American population, particularly some of those 
to whom we look for guidance, and 
liberals. 
“ They have succeeded in making the United 
States think and talk of a co-existence period 
as if that were an end in itself, while in other 
parts of the world, as in India, the Reds frankly 
explain that this co-existence is merely intended 
to give the Americans an easy way to choose 
their road to communism,” 
Thus, Mr. Hunter has shown the average citizen 
how to respond to these threats to Freedom: 
by knowing the enemy; by learning about 
his 
tactics; by making him known for what he is; 
by writing letters to spread accurate informa­ 
tion.

A two-year study on driver improvement in 
Kentucky could lend impetus to the growing 
demand 
for 
stiffer license renewal pro­ 
cedures. 
Of 1,153 licensed drivers referred 
for 
medical review, 107 or nearly IO percent had 
medical conditions that could have interfered 
with their ability to operate motor vehicles 
safely. 
The report on the study published 
by the department of public safety reached 
four major conclusions: 
—Many drivers had physical, mental 
or 
emotional conditions which made them high 
risks. 
In many cases, they were unaware of 
the potential danger of the condition. 
Fifteen 
epileptics were discovered, along with 
16 
diabetics, 14 cardiac cases, 20 chronic al­ 
coholics, 27 mental incompetents and 15 per­ 
sons who had previously lost consciousness 
for unknown reasons. 
—With medical treatment, the use of special 
devices or 
special restrictions, many drivers 
may be rehabilitated and considered safe. 
—Certain drivers must be removed from the 
road for the safety of all concerned. 
—Automatic renewal of licenses, without exami­ 
nation, should be discontinued, especially for 
drivers who received licenses before exami­ 
nations were required. 
About one-half of the study group was found 
to have the mental and physical abilities neces­ 
sary for the safe operation of vehicles. 
But 
of the remaining 30 percent: 
Five persons died, two of them in 
fatal 
crashes after referral. 
Four had licenses 
suspended because of mental incompetency. 
Six voluntarily gave up their licenses. 
And 
232 received 
license suspensions for reasons 
other than mental or physical 
disability. 
Some 87 drivers were restricted to driving 
during daylight hours or at certain speeds, 
and 55 had to undergo a complete driver’s 
license examination. 
L i c e n s e s were sus­ 
pended for the 23 who failed.

The month of May is living up 
to its reputation as a tragic 
time on 
Missouri highways. 
Thirty • six persons 
were 
killed in traffic during 
the 
first week of the month. Over 
the past five years the month 
of May has 
recorded a total 
of 518 traffic 
victims in the 
State. 
The Missouri State Highway 
Patrol reports that 130 persons 
were killed 
during the fifth 
month of last year. There was 
only one day when a traffic 
fatality was not recorded in 
Missouri. 
The weekends of last May were 
a time of extreme 
tragedy 
on the State’s roadways. The 
four weekends 
accounted for 
49 
traffic 
deaths. The first 
weekend recorded 17 
deaths. 
There were 25 persons killed 
on Missouri highways over the 
first weekend of this month. 
Colonel E. I. (Mike) Hocka- 
day, Superintendent of the Pa­ 
trol, stated that many of these 
fatal 
accidents were the re­ 
sult of inattention and careless­ 
ness. He said, “ Drivers are 
intent on enjoying the spring 
weather 
during this time of 
the year. This often results in 
them 
being 
inattentive 
to 
what 
is going on in the im­ 
mediate traffic picture. These 
drivers become careless, and 
when 
dangerous 
situations 
arise they are unable to cope 
with them.” 
The Patrol 
Superintendent 
also noted 
that 
springtime 
weather brings to the motorist 
dUfarant driving 
conditions 
than were present in the winter 
months. For example, there are 
more vehicles on the streets and 
highways and they are traveling 
at taster speeds. 


“ It 
is 
important 
that 
motorists concentrate on their 
driving at all times and adjust 
to existing conditions,** the 
Colonel continued. “ The traf­ 
fic 
fatality toll for the month 
of May and the rest of the warm 
fie son depends on how well 
tiose 
safe driving practices 
o rt carried out.”

We suspect it is just as coin­ 
cidental as the fact that Presi­ 
dent Johnson and certain union 
bosses 
were very anxious to 
have 14(b) repealed, and that 
the Right to Work Committee 
had been very active in defend­ 
ing it.

It allows for a six-man 
attack or a seven-man defense. 
Traditionally the four defen­ 
sive backs are the bigger, less 
speedy men with the essential 
attribute of a long, accurate 
upfield kick. They stop all at­ 
tacks on goal and try to get the 
ball downfield so their team can 


start an offensive maneuver. 
The middle three men act as 
linkmen bridging the gap be­ 
tween offense and defense. The 
forward line are the strikers' 
with the prim ary mission of 
scoring goals. They are the best 
dribblers, 
best passers, and 
liest "headers" using 
one's 
forehead to propel 
and direct 
a ball. 
TTie “ winger" is still another 
popular term in modern soccer. 
He is either an outside left or an 
outside right forward playing on 
Hie flank. He plays the role of 
playmaker 
using 
his speed, 
dribbling and passing ability to 
set up scoring opportunities.

HOUSE ADVANCES B IL L FOR 
PRO PERTY REASSESSM ENT 
Jefferson City, Mo. -- M is­ 
sourians owning property now 
assessed at a current 
market 
value, know what it means to 
bear the burden of paying their 
“ fair share” of taxes and more, 
while a neighbor's land worth 
approximately the same amount 
has been assessed at a much 
lower value. 
The Missouri House last week 
advanced a bill toward 
final 
passage 
which 
would 
help 
spread this burden by settingup 
a procedure for reassessment 
of real property in the state. 
Under the b ill, the result of an 
Interim legislative study of the 
tax 
structure, 
the State Tax 
Commission could initiate re­ 
assessment in any county in 
which a wide disparity 
of as­ 
sessments is shown. 
The 
governing 
body of any 
school district, 
city or other 
political subdivision with tax­ 
ing authority could 
also peti­ 
tion the tax commission on an 
alleged inequity. The commis­ 
sion then could call a hearing 
to receive evidence. 
Upon a finding by the tax com­ 
mission that a general reas­ 
sessment is needed, the county 
would be given 120 days to sub­ 
mit a plan to the commission, 
for reassessment, which could 
be made by employees of 
the 
commission or by a profes­ 
sional appraisal firm . 
The costs would be shared by 
the political subdivision based 
on the proportionate share of 
taxes they collect, 
according 
to the bill, introduced by Rep. 
Don Kennedy (D-Nevada), who 
headed the interim committee 
that made the study. 
The 
controversy which has 
raged over proposed reassess­ 
ment plans in many M issouri 
counties 
was reflected in the 
four-hour debate on the floor 
of the House — much of which 
was focused on 
amendments 
which would have prevented the 
tax commission 
from initiat­ 
ing 
a 
reassessment. 
These 
amendments were defeated. 
Disparity in property assess­ 
ments in many M issouri coun­ 
ties is often the result of fa il­ 
ure of county assessors to ap­ 
ply current market values of 
land to all property in 
their 
counties. 
As a result, property held in 
one family for several decades 
may still be assessed at ap­ 
proximately 
the 
same value 
held at the turn of the century, 
while new property, sold within 
tbe past few years, more nearly 
reflects the 
current 
market 
value and is assessed on this 
basis. 
An 
amendment was adopted 
which would prevent 
the tax 
commission from taking such 
action if there has been a reas­ 
sessment 
in the last 
seven 
years. Several counties in the 
state have reassessed their real 
property on their own initiative. 
Another 
argument voiced by 
Rep. 
Jam es E. 
Spain (D- 
Bloomfield) was that the adop­ 
tion of such a bill now would 
result in a loss of school foun­ 
dation program funds to many 
rural school districts. 
He explained that the founda­ 
tion program (a state-financed 
program to supplement 
local 
school district funds) is based 
on incentive -- that is, a dis­ 
trict must demonstrate its w il­ 


lingness to support its 
own 
schools by levying a minimum 
percentage tax rate on property 
in its jurisdiction before 
the 
state w ill step in to assist. 
Rep. Stone pointed out that a 
reassessment would of course 
increase the value of much of 
this property. 
To maintain a 
stable tax income level, school 
districts and city 
and county 
governments will be forced to 
reduce tax rates. 
This would lie

ing, Spain said, for as the school 
district

dar last week. 
The b ill, introduced by Rep. 
Deverne 
Calloway 
(D-St. 
Louis), would 
prohibit 
dis­ 
crimination in the sale, ren­ 
tal or leasing of property be­ 
cause of race, 
religion 
or 
national origin. It was approved 
by the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. 
Owners of property or 
their 
agents also would be prohibited 
from withholding sale or ren­ 
tal information or from giving 
false information, and would be 
required to permit reasonable 
inspection of property 
being 
sold or rented, without regard 
to racial or religious factors. 
The b ill, however, is expected 
to have little chance of passage 
because of the late date of its 
approval by committee and the 
controversial nature of its pro­ 
visions.

HOUSE ADVANCES B ILL FOR 
PRO PERTY REASSESSMENT 
Jefferson City, Mo. — Mis­ 
sourians owning property now 
assessed at a current 
market 
value, know what it means to 
bear the burden of paying their 
"fa ir share" of taxes and more, 
while a neighbor's land worth 
approximately the same amount 
has been assessed at a much 
lower value. 
The Missouri House last week 
advanced a bill toward 
final 
passage 
which 
would help 
spread this burden by settingup 
a procedure for reassessment 
of real property in the state. 
Under the bill, the result of an 
interim legislative study of the 
tax 
structure, 
the State Tax 
Commission could initiate re­ 
assessment in any county in 
which a wide disparity 
of as­ 
sessments is shown. 
The 
governing 
body of any 
school district, 
city or other 
political subdivision with tax­ 
ing authority could also peti­ 
tion the tax commission on an 
alleged inequity. The commis­ 
sion then could call a hearing 
to receive evidence. 
Upon a finding by the tax com­ 
mission that a general reas­ 
sessment is needed, the county 
would lie given 120 days to sub­ 
mit a plan to the commission, 
for reassessment, which could 
be made by employees of the 
commission or by a profes­ 
sional appraisal firm. 
The costs would be shared by 
the political subdivision based 
on the proportionate share of 
taxes they collect, 
according 
to the bill, introduced by Rep. 
Don Kennedy (D-Nevada), who 
headed the interim committee 
that made the study. 
The 
controversy which has 
raged over proposed reassess­ 
ment plans in many Missouri 
counties 
was reflected in the 
four-hour debate on the floor 
of the House — much of which 
was focused on 
amendments 
which would have prevented the 
tax commission 
from initiat­ 
ing a 
reassessment. 
These 
amendments were defeated. 
Disparity in property assess­ 
ments in many Missouri coun­ 
ties is often the result of fail­ 
ure of county assessors to ap­ 
ply current market values of 
land to all property in 
their 
counties. 
As a result, property held in 
one family for several decades 
may still be assessed at ap­ 
proximately 
the 
same value 
held at the turn of the century, 
while new property, sold within 
the past few years, more nearly 
reflects the 
current 
market 
value and is assessed on this 
basis. 
An 
amendment was adopted 
which would prevent 
the tax 
commission from taking such 
action if there has been a reas­ 
sessment 
in the last 
seven 
years. Several counties in the 
state have reassessed their real 
property on their own initiative. 
Another argument voiced by 
Rep. 
James E. 
Spain (D- 
Bloomfield) was that the adop­ 
tion of such a bill now would 
result in a loss of school foun­ 
dation program funds to many 
rural school districts. 
He explained that the founda­ 
tion program (a state-financed 
program to supplement 
local 
school district funds) is based 
on incentive — that is, a dis­ 
trict must demonstrate its w il­ 


lingness to support its 
own 
schools by levying a minimum 
percentage tax rate on property 
in its jurisdiction before 
the 
state will step in to assist. 
Rep. Stone pointed out that a 
reassessment would of course 
increase the value of much of 
this property. 
To maintain a 
stable tax income level, school 
districts and city 
and county 
governments will be forced to 
reduce tax rates. 
This would be self - defeat­ 
ing, Spain said, for as the school 
district 
levies are 
reduced 
they will fall below the mini­ 
mum required for qualification 
in the school foundation pro­ 
gram. He added that It was too 
late to introduce further legis­ 
lation in this session to change 
the 
foundation program re­ 
quirements. 
Additional 
opposition 
came 
from Rep. Reynolds D. Rodgers 
(D-Kansas City) who argued the 
bill was 
designed 
for "rich 
men" and would result in high­ 
er taxes for owners of modest, 
older homes. 
Rep. 
Kennedy 
stated, how­ 
ever, that it was 
experience 
that in many cases such resi­ 
dences 
have 
depreciated 
in 
value and are actually now over- 
assessed - on the tax rolls at 
a much higher 
percentage of 
market value that they should 
be. 
Another opponent, Rep. David 
Rolwing 
(D- 
Charleston), 
charged that members of the 
State 
Tax 
Commission are 
political 
appointees who would 
usurp the powers of the county 
courts and the public. 
He argued that this bill is a 
step 
toward eliminating the 
assessors and usurpation 
of 
power 
for which the 
federal 
government is 
often accused. 
SENATE PASSES REPEA L OF 
STATE PRO PERTY TAX 
The Missouri Senate last week 
approved 
the 
repeal of the 
three-cent state tax on 
real 
estate 
and tangible personal 
property by a vote of 26-3. 
Sen. Theodore McNeal (D-St. 
Louis), the 
bill’s 
sponsor, 
said the loss of the tax would 
cost the state $2.6 
million a 
year, or about one - fourth of 
one per cent of the governor’s 
budget. 
He 
further pointed out 
that 
local governmental units are 
receiving as much 
as 80 per 
cent of their 
income 
from 
property taxes. 
Across 
the 
state, he 
said, there are in­ 
creasing reports 
of bond is­ 
sues being defeated 
because 
of a militant resistance to in­ 
creased property taxes. 
Sen. William 
B. Waters (D- 
Liberty) and Senate 
majority 
leader, cast one of three dis­ 
senting 
votes, characterizing 
the cut as a mere 
"crumb** 
that would 
mean only 
about 
a $1.50 saving to the average 
property owner. He also indi­ 
cated that the 
governor was 
opposed to the measure. 
Missouri was levying aseven- 
cent tax on property until the 
1966 Legislature 
repealed

used for debt 
retirement 
purposes.

three - cent cut is approved,

tax will be 
three 
cents that is set aside by con­ 
stitutional provision for aid to 
the blind.

For the first time in the Mis­ 
souri Legislature, a proposed 
statewide fair housing bill re­ 
ceived committee approval and 
was placed on the House calen­ 
dar last week. 
The bill, introduced by Rep. 
De Verne 
Calloway 
(D-St. 
Louis), would 
prohibit 
dis­ 
crimination in the sale, ren­ 
tal or leasing of property be­ 
cause of race, 
religion 
or 
national origin. It was approved 
by the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. 
Owners of property or 
their 
agents also would be prohibited 
from withholding sale or ren­ 
tal information or from giving 
false information, and would be 
required to permit reasonable 
inspection of property 
being 
sold or rented, without regard 
to racial or religious factors. 
The bill, however, is expected 
to have little chance of passage 
because of the late date of its 
approval by committee and the 
controversial nature of its pro­ 
visions.
